INDIAN GOVERNOR 
TELLS 0 
~ MANY ATTORNEYS 





Tells Gore Committee of 
Paying. Huge Fees. 





By Associated Press. 

SULPHUR, Ok., -Aug. 17.—Indians 
have so much legal business they have 
to employ lawyers by the half dozen, 
according to Douglass H. Johnston, 
Governor of the (hickasaw tribe, who 
testified today before the Congressional 
Committee investigating Indian land af- 
fairs. 

Gov. Johnston, who was called as one 
of the chief witnesses in the investigat- 
ing of the McMurray contracts concern- 
Ing which Senator Gore, charged he 
was offered a $25,000 bribe, testified that 
he was unable to state what service 
some of the lawyers were paid for. 
The lawyers were employed previous to 
the existence of the present contracts 
which -provide for the sale of $30,000,000 
worth of land with a 10 per cent fee 
to McMurray. 


Money Paid to Lawyers. 
Here are some of the expenditures 


which, according to Gov. Johnston, were 
made by the Indians for legal services 
most of the lawyers being employed 
simultaneously: | 
Paid J. F. McMurray’s law firm $5000 
a year with $7200 expenses; paid Mc- 
Murray’s firm another $5000 @ year at 
the same time on another contract; paid 
McMurray $750,000 as special fee in the 
citizenship cases with an expense ac- 
count of $300,000; paid four other at- 
torneys’an aggregate of $4000 a year. 

It was the belief, Gov. Johnston tes- 
tified, that without the employment of 
s0 many attorneys the Indlans would 
have lost millions of dollars. Gov. John- 
ston testified that in the sale of Indian 
property in Mississippi it had cost the 
Government $6,000,000 to sell $2,000,000 
worth of land. 


Dentes Having a a 
In reply to questions put to him in a 


previous examination, in which he was 
asked to explain how he came to de- 
posit’ $75,000 to his personal account, aft- 
er McMurray had been paid the $750,- 
000 fee, Gov. Johnston declared he never 
possessed $75,000. 

In response to a request from Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs Valentine, the 
committee today forwarded to Beverly, 
Mass., a statement covering the amount 
of attorneys’ fees paid by the Indians. 
The statement was said to be for the 
use of President Taft.

The secret is now out why Louis 
Hoffman, 86 years old, a rich Mis- 
sissippian, shouted for a shave in 
such piteous accents last Sunday at 
the Southern Hotel, and wildly flour-~- 
ished a $5 bill as a reward for any- 
one who would lead him to a barber. 
Because of the tonsorial lid, Hoff- 
man was compelled to wear a thick 
brush of prickly whiskers when he 
started for the altar with his 50- 
year-old fiancee, Miss Catherine 
Falkenhainer, 6116 Elizabeth avenue. 

They were married in Cincinnati 
Tuesday, the bridegroom having con- 
ceived such an aversion for the St. 
Louis barber shop lid that -he insist- 
ed upon being wedded in another city. 
On his arrival in Cincinnati with Miss 
Falkenhainer, his first act was to 
dash, with the spryness of “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon for the nearest barber 
shop. The couple went to New York 
for their honeymoon. 

Apologized to Fiancee. 

The aged suitor’s distraction and woe 
when he found Sabbatical shaves under 
the ban, created excitement at the 
Southern, although some surprise was 
felt at the extreme agony of his dis- 
appointment. It was not known that 
he was planning to visit Miss Falken- 
hainer and her family, and wished to 
put his best foot forward. Instead, he

BEGIN AN INQUIRY 
INTO WINERDOMS 


Deputy Commissioner Admits 
There are 2000 Places 
Where Women Drink. 


NO LAW TO STOP IT 


Caulfield’s . Assistant Says 
Statutes Do Not Prohibit 
Sale to Women. 


C. C. Nichols, chief deputy in Excise 
Commissioner Caulfield’s office, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday that 
an investigation of the wineroom situa- 
ation had been commenced and that a 


report would be ready for the Commis- 
sioner on his return to the city Satur- 
day. 

The activity of the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office is the result of an ex- 
posure of winerooms in the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday. Reporters visited many 
of these places Monday night and found 
them running as vide open as in the 
‘fold days.”’ 

Deput”> Comniisesener Nichols frankly 
acknowledges that there were about 2000 
places ic St. Louls where women or 
girls can get drinxs. The deputy, how- 
ever, would not admit that such places 
are winerooms. 

Defines a VVineroom. 

The question as to what constitutes a 
‘“‘wineroom’’ is now agitating the Ex- 
cise Commissioner’s office. In the ab- 
sence from the city of Excise Commis- 
sioner Caulfield, his chief deputy Tues- 
day defined a winerdDom as a room or set 
or rooms adjoining a barroom where a 
woman might be served with drinks and 
where liquor was iieéld out as the prin- 
cipal article of sale instead of food. 

The deputy commissioner was not 
willing to stand on his first definition 
of a wineroom, after a number of places 
where drinks are being sold to women 
had been named. 

“Will you state explicitly what con- 
stitutes a wineroom in the eyes of the 
Excise Commissioner’s office?’’ Deputy 
Nichols was asked. 

“I am mot going to defing a wine- 
room,’ meres the deputy. “‘Commis- 
sioner Cauifiel Gill be back Friday or 
Saturday. He will tel) you, what 1s 
meant by a winerpgm.”” aiens OO 

‘‘How many wWinerooms are there in 
St. Louis?” Nichols was asked. 

*“‘None that we know of,” replied the 
deputy. 

No Prohiblitory Law. 

“How many places are there in St. 
Louls where women can get drinks?’ 
was asked. 

Wo you know of any law that pro- 
hibits a woman from buying liquor?” 
counter queried the deputy. ‘‘There are 
about 2000 saloons in St. Louis, I think, 
and so I suppose there are about that 
many places where women can buy 
drinks.”’ 

Nearly all winerooms are equipped 
with automatic pianos. The law and 
the orders of the Excise Commissioner 
prohibit saloon :nen furnishing music 
in saloons. The deputy commissioner 
says that the reason automatic pianos 
ere allowed is that supplying an auto- 
matic piano is not furnishing music. He 
cited the decision of the St. “Louis Court 
of Appeals in the case of the Thiebes- 
Stieriin Musie Co. vs. Joe Weiss. 


Court Decision Allows Music. 
When asked why it was that the 


burden of paying for the viano was 
thrown on the customer instead of the 
proprietor, the deputy commissioner 
said that the same court decision cov- 
ered that point, 

“There are eourt rulings,” said the 
deputy, “to the effect that if the pro- 
prietor puts the nickel in the slot he is 
playing the piano and violating the iaw. 
But when the customers pay the nickels 
they are furnishing their own music.”’ 

The deputy said that ne did not know 
offhand how many saloon licenses had 
been revoked because the proprietors 
conducted winerooms since Caulfield as- 
sumed charge of the office. He said he 
thought there ad been several revoked. 


Officers Investigate Saloons, 
“Special Officer Harrison began an in- 


vestigation last night,"’ sald Nichols. 
“I do not care to name the places he 
visited, except Henry Heet's at Seven- 
teenth and Market streets. Heet visited 
this office after the wineroom story 
naming his place appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch,.and denied thdt he ran a 
wineroom. He asked that his place be 
investigated at any time and it was one 
of the first that Harrison visited. I 
understand he found things all right 
there.’’ 

Two special officers investigated aa- 
loons for the Excise Commissioner's 
office. When asked whether the offi- 
cers had visited any of the places named 
In the Post-Dispatch, the deputy said 
he supposed they had visited them.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—When the sixth 


panel of veniremen called in the case of 
Leo O'Neil Browne, charged with 
bribery in connection with the election 
‘of SenatorLorimer, reported today, 
nearly all of theth, as was the case with 
the fifth panel yesterday, admitted that 
they had been “approached” with ref- 
erence te their possible services as ju- 
rors.

The stories told in court by all of 
those who came forward were of the 
game tenor.

Aubrun, aiso in a Bleriot, 
took second prize, finishing a short 2% 
minutes behind the winner, although his 
toial time in completing the course was 
somewhat longer.

Aubrun, whose time from Amiens was 
lh. .61m., completed the circuit in 18h. 
zim, 14s. None of the other competitors 
completed the entire course, though Le- 
gagneux, who was forced to retire in 
the early stages -of the race, finished 
with Le Blanc and Aubrun. 

There was a moment of tumultuous 
cheering as Le Blanc appeared above 
Issy in the early dawn and from the 
height of nearly a quarter of a mile 
planed down toward the earth and 
swooped across the line like a giant 
hawk. 

The authorities, in anticipation of the 
excitement of the enormous crowds, had 
cordoned the alighting place at Issy 
with hundreds of police, backed by a 
regiment of cuirassiers of long experi- 
ence in handling the Parisian crowds 
on days of demonstrations.

CHILE'S PRESIDENT. 
DIES IN BREMEN 


He Was Near Mayor Gaynor 
on the Steamer at Time 
of Shooting. 








By Associated Press. 
BREMEN, Aug’ 17.—The death of Pres- 


ident Pedro Montt of Chile in this city 
last night was unexpected. He was pre- 
paring for bed when he was seized with 
cramps of the heart and died almost in- 
Stantly. His wife was with him. 
The hour was a few minutes before 
12 o’clock. Almost all the members of 


the presidential party were still up, en- 
gaged in conversation with Senor Besa, 
secretary of the Chilean Legatyn at 
Berlin, and other attaches who met 
President and Mrs. Montt heré@ on the 
arrival of the steamship Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse from New York. 

As soon as it was seen that Senor 
Montt’s condition was serious a physi- 
cian was summoned, but it was too late: 

The President of Chile had been in- 
vited to be the guest of Emperor Wii- 
Ham at the autumn review of the Ger- 
man Army, where he was to have lunch- 
eon with His Majesty.

The 
members of the late President's suite 
are of the opinion that the Chilean Goy- 
ernment will send a warship here to 
convey the body back to Chile. 

Was Elected in 1906, 

Pedro Montt was made President of 
Chile Sept. 18, 1906. His term of office 
was not to expire until 1911. His prede- 
cessor was German Riesco. The execu. 
tive Was a member of one of the oldest 
families in the country. 

His father was President of the Re- 
public from 1851 to 1861. The son was 
several times Speaker of the House of 
Deputies, a Senator, a Councillor of 
State and for a time was Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Washington. He was 
the leader of the party that advocated a 
sound financial system for the ecoun- 
try. 

In debate on foreign policy, Mr. 
Montt’s voice was always raised tn fa. 
vor of a peaceful and honorable settle. 
ment of difficulties. In the years be. 
tween 1889 and 1902, when the frontier 
dispute with the Argentine Republic 
brought Chile near to war, when prac. 
tically everyone was ready and wait. 
ing the order to march, Senor Monit 
untiringly poured oil on the troubled 
waters. To him was given much of 
the credit for the happy result finally 
secured. 

He was defeated once for the presi. 
dency, five years prior to his election, 
and on the occasion he returned to the 
Senate and continued his daily occupa. 
tion as if the defeat had been only » 
trival event in his life.

Abilene Authorities Expect 
a Speedy Solution of the 
Mystery.

ABILENE, Kan., Aug. 17.—Two ar- 
rests of suspects in the case of the mur- 
der of Miss Bertha Benignus, who was 
killed in her home here on the eve of 
her wedding, are expected to be made 
lute today or tomorrow. .The Sheriff is 
seeking further information of evidence 
now in his hands before ‘he acts ard 
he expects to obtain this within a few 
hours. 

According, to the theory on which the 
authorities now are proceeding, Miss 
Bonignus was in possession of facts 
damaging to the two suspects and deal- 
ing with their conduct, and had 
upbraided them and _ threatened to 
expose their acts if their attentions to 
each other did not ‘cease. Fear of im- 
pending public disclosures is believed 
to have supplied the motive for the 
killing. 

Both of the suspects attended the fu- 
neral of Miss Benignus and it was no- 





ticed that neither of them wept at her 
grave. One of them has been questioned 
and it is declared that he has told 
conflicting stories of what happened on 
the night of the murder. 


Mother Crazed * 'th Grief. 

Efforts aTe being » de to question 
Mrs. Benignus, mothe  #f the murdered 
girl, but the shock of the crime has 
been so great to her that no connected 
statement can be obtained from her. 
wnece or twice she has mentioned her 
daughter’s name in a dull, dazed sort oi 
way, but she is almost devoid of the 
power of speech and for a time grave 
fears for her were entertained. 

Onoé Mrs. Benignus started from her 
chair and cried out that she must save 
her daughter's jewels. Efforts then 
were made to questfon her, but they 
were unsuccessful. The authorities 
hope that she may have heard some 
noise in the house on the night of the 
crime by which the murderer may be 
traced. 

Bertha Benignus had an insurance 
policy for $1000 in the Fraternal Aid 
Society, made out tn favor of her moth- 
er.

IN CALIFORNIA 


He Had Belittled Insurgent 
Movement Which Swept 
Over the Entire State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—Call- 
to have 


fornia insurgents appear 
swept the State at the primaries, the 
late returns indicating even a more 
general victory for the progressives 
than was forecast by the reports sent 
out this morning. 

One of the most interesting phases 
of the situation is the probable de- 
feat of the stalwart, Congressman 
Dunean McKinley. McKinley's de- 
feat at the hands of an insurgent 
rival is made more significant by the 
fact that recently McKinley called on 
President Taft and assured him thay 
the insurgents had no chance in the 
approaching elections. 

James McLachlan, another stalwart 
fovlgressman, appears to have been de- 
feated in the Seventh District. E. A. 
Hayes, insurgent, has been renominated 
in the Fifth District. Stalwarts won in 
the First and Eighth districts, and In 
three other districts the regulars had 
no opposing candidates. 

Returns coming in slowly from all 
sections of the State seem but to add to 
the completeness of the victory scored 
in yesterday's primary election by the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt League, as the insur- 
gent faction of the Republican party in 
California is designated. 

It is estimated that the plurality of 
Hiram Johnson, its candidate for Gov- 
ernor, will not be less than 20,000. 
Charles F. Curry, who ran second for 
the gubernatorial nomination, leads 
Alden Anderson, the regular organiza- 
tion nominee, by a greater margin. 
Stanton and Ellery, the remaining two 
sialwart candidates, cut but little fig- 
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ure in the general result, the former 


running strongly only in his home 
county—Los Angeles—and the latter 
polling less than 3 per cent of the Re- 
publican vote. 

Figures on the advisory vote’ for 
United States Senator to succeed Frank 
P. Flint are far from complete, but in 
all of the returns John D. Works, the 
choice of the Lincoln-Roosevelt league, 
appears to be in the lead. 

It is apparent that Johnson has car- 

pled along virtually all of the insur- 
went State ticket with him and that the 
‘insurgent faction will. have a good 
working minority in the State Legisla- 
ture, . 

The Democrats entered the primary 
with perfect harmony as to their nomi- 
nees and Theodore A. Bell will make the 
fight against Johnson for the gover- 
norship. 

But one hint of discord marred the 
Democratic slate—E P. Troy and Wal- 
ter MacArthur striving for the nomina- 
tion in the Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict. MacArthur apparently has won 
and will oppose Julius Kahn, the Repub- 
lican incumbent, who ‘had no contest. 


Hooper Named in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 17.—Capt. 
Benjamin W. Hooper of Newport, Coke 
‘County, was nominated for governor by 
he. Republican State convention. 

The platform adopted declares for no 
backward step in the prohibition laws 
which were passed over the veto of 
Gov. Patterson and asserts the State 
should be redistricted as regards con- 
gressional, judicial and legislative dis- 
tricts. 

The platform indorses the administra- 
tion of President Taft. On the subject 
of*the pardoning power the platform 
says. . 

“The pardoning power should be used 
by the Governor sparingly and with the 
greatest care and caution. It was not 
intended that under the cover of this 
power he should arrogate to himself the 
right to determine the guilt or inno- 
cence of an accused upon a record on 
which such accused has been found 
guilty by the courts.” 


Contest in Nebraska Is Close. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 17.—The meagre 
returns se. far returned from yester- 
‘ay'’s primaries seem to indicate that 
the race between Gov. Shallenberger 
snd Mayor Dahiman of Omaha for 
the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor is very close. 

While Dahlman has carried - this 
county bya three to one majority, 
returns from 129 precincts outside of 
the county give Shallenberger a small 
lead. Most of these returns are from 
the larger towns where Dahlman’s 
strength was supposed to be great- 
est. Both sides are still claiming vic- 
tory. 

Cady for Governor has a good lead 
over Aldrich for the Republican nomi- 
nation, while Senator Burkett seems 
to have won a renomination by a 
g00d majority over Whedon. For the 
Democratic senatorial nomination, 
Congressman Hitchcock leads Met- 
calfe, editor of Mr. Bryan's paper, 
more than two to one in the returns 
eo far reécived. 

The returns indicate that the “wets” 
have won and that Bryan’s leadership 
has received a decided setback.

These 
conventions will be composed of legis- 
lative candidates and candidates for 
State offices, and are expected to be 
dominated by the State organizations.

In the Tenth District, Stuever’s slate 
of Joseph Helderle and John Haney 
went through without a hitch. Joseph 
Hannauer, member of the old State 
Committee, and one of the Lemp lieu- 
tenants, was defeated, demonstrating 
the control Stuever has in his district.

New York Boss 
Who Turned on 
Col. Roosevelt

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The defeat 
of Theodore Roosevelt for tempor- 
ary chairman of the Republican State 
Convention at Saratoga Sept. 27; by 
Vice-President James S. Sherman is 
said today not to have altered Roose- 
velt’s plan to name the “right kind of 
a man” for Governor. On the other 
hand, anti-Roosevelt leaders declared 

today: 

“We will name our own candidates 
and frame our own platform. This is 
a fight for our very existence.” 

The action of the Republican State 
Committee yesterday at the Republi- 
can Club in turning down Roosevelt is 
not necessarily final, but such a recom- 
mendation is rarely set aside by a con- 
vention. 

It is the expressed belief of many 
Republicans today that should Roose- 
velt desire to make a fight,+ the recom- 
mendation would be rejected, but it ig 
not believed he would make a fight 
on such personal grounds. He is ex- 
pected to lead a hot fight in the con- 
vention, but only for his. candidates 
and platform. There is little doubt 
that he will attend as a delegate 
from Nassau County. 

Reports as to Presiden: Taft’s attitude 
differ. Some c.edit him with having 
favored Roosevelt axd others have it 
that he preferred Vice-President Sher- 
man, as an indorsement of the national 
administration. 

The motion to nominate Roosevelt was 
made by Lloyd C. Griscom, president 
of the New York County Committee, 
after Williiam Barnes Jr., boss of Al- 
bany County, had placed in nomination 
Vice-President Sherman. Griscom’s mo- 
tion was lost by a vote of 20 to 15, three 
members being absent. 

Chairman Woodruff said today: 

“I guess I will remain chairman for 
a while longer. If Roosevelt engin- 
eered this it was the most stupid piece 
of politics I ever knew him to play. 
I confess I cannot understand him.” 

“Well, Hughes certainly did sell 
Roosevelt a gold brick during that 
five-minute talk at Cambridge in May,” 
put in Speaker Wadsworth, 

“This ought to be a lesson to Roose- 
velt,”” said ‘Congressman Malby of St. 
Lawrence. ‘“‘He ought to know that 
the people expect an ex-President to 
remain in dignified retirement unless 
the country is in extremis. They pro. 
test everywhere against his ‘butting in’ 
in the sometimes dirty mire of poli- 
ties.” 

“IT do not believe Griscom had any 
authority from Roosevelt to present his 
name,” said Chairman Woodruff. 

“Well, if he did, Roosevelt will make 
him a member of his Ananias Club,” re- 
plied Malby. 

When President Taft heard the news 
at Béverly he refused to comment on it. 
Roosevelt ‘ssued the following state- 
ment last night.

attitude, that they desired me, because 
my speech would be of such a character 
that it might help if the convention 
nominated the right ‘kind of a man on a 
clear-cut, progressive platform; but that 
it.would hurt if neither the right kind 
of a man were nominated nor the right 
kind of a platform adopted.’”’ 


Griscom Nears Ananias Club. 
Vice-President Sherman would not dis- 


cuss the acticn of the meeting, except 
to say that he would accept the posi- 
tion of temporary chairman. Many of 
the “old guard” are boasting that they 
predicted they would “show Roosevelt 
his place and had made good.”’ 

Some attribute his rejection to the 
fact that he “butted into’’ politics after 
saying he would keep hands off after his 
hunting trip. 

Roosevelt took his licking in the State 
Committee with good humor. He 
laughed until he screamed when he 
talked to reporters about it. While he 
would not speak at length for publica- 
tion and reminded his auditors that he 
waa terribly shy of quotation marks, he 
consented to have his answers to a se- 
ries of important inquiries printed just 
as they were spoken. 

They open up a serious question of 
veracity between Roosevelt and Gris- 
com. By inference at least, Roosevelt 
is believed to have placed Griscom in 
jeopardy of admission to the Ananias 
Class. 

“Did you know that your name was 
to be proposed for the temporary chair- 
manship?’’ Roosevelt was asked. 

“It was a surprise; I did not know 
that the choice was to be made today— 
but wait and I'll read my statement,”’ 
answered the Colonel, beaming all the 
while. 

Griscom, when told that organization 
men had said he had proceeded without 
the authority of Roosevelt or of Presi- 
dent Taft, expressed the utmost sur- 
prise. 


Differs on Another Point. 
“Well, I was authorized to do so,” 


answered Griscom, after a brief pause. 

In another important particular, Gris- 
com’s interview differed from Roose- 
velt’s. Roosevelt told reporters, a few 
minutes before they left him to sur- 
round Griscom, that he didn’t know i* 
he would go to the State convention as 
a delegate. 

“Will Roosevelt attend the conven- 
tion as a delegate?’’ Griscom was asked. 

‘He surely will,”” was Griscom’s re- 
ply. 

As the official champion of the former 
President and ‘“‘my policies,’’ Griscom 
followed up this statement with more 
positive language. 

The fight wasn’t over, he said, add- 
ing that it would be carried to the State 
convention. 

The committee was in session 35 min- 
utes.

Pen Picture of

OLLOWING is an_ excerpt 
from an article on William 
Barnes Jr., written recently

“I take my orders from my consti- 
tuents, and not from a former presi- 
dent, president or governor,’’ said 
William Barnes Jr., just before he 
strode up the gangplank of the giant 
ocean liner that was to carry him 
away for a brief survey of foreign 
parts. 

No person cognizant of the activi- 
ties, tendencies and past perform- 
ances of William will deny that he 
refuses to take orders from a former 
president, president or governor, 
although he has taken office from 
the first two named—there being 
such a scarcity of former Presi- 
dents at the present time, it is not 
necessary to specify further than 
this—and I shall name no names; 
but when it comes to taking orders 
from his constituents, as William 
seems to imply, it is time to laugh 
a harsh, grating .laugh of scorn— 
ha-hahaha-ha! I should like to have 
@ front seat and an unobstructed 
view of the proceedings, to say 
nothing of the moving picture privi- 
leges, on the afternoon when 4 con- 
stituent of William’s strolls in and 
gives him an order. 

Took Charge of Newspaper. 

For, be it known, when it comes | 
to being boss and giving orders to 
constituents, instead of taking them, 
William is an air-tight. He doesn't 
boss a state or a nation, but he 
bosses a country, and any person 
who thinks he doesn’t is invited to 
step right up and investigate person- 
ally; but he is advised, in all friend- 
liness, to take a little practice first” 
in getting run over by the steam 
roller. 

After Barnes finished at Harvard, 
in- 1888, he got married and settled 
down in Albany at the head of his 
sranofather’s paper, the Evening

He has been on the committee ever. 
since, and for a number of years 
was, and perhaps is yet, the chair- 
man of the. Executive Committee of 
that organization. He fought his 
fights in Albany County and got con- 
trol, served under Platt and under 
Odell, helped out with expenses a bit 
by getting the appointment of Sur- 
veyor of Customs at the port of Al- 
bany in 1899, a most arduous posi- 
tion, but with some compensatory 
salary—I reckon those duties as Sur- 
veyor of Customs in Albany must 
keep Barnes busy a few minutes ev- 
ery month—and hanging to’the same 
from that time to this.

Morecver, he has plenty of nerve, 
which makes his standing-by of some 
consequence when compared with the 
seesawing of some of his colleagues 
who have to do with the State or- 
ganization of the Republicans in 
New York.

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‘CHOOSING A CANOE. 


Turn the canoes bottom up and en- 
deavor to note the difference. You 
will find that some are much flatter 
on the bottom than others. These 
will be found very safe; the others 
are cranky. If of birch bark or can- 
vas, the bottom should be in one 
piece and the bark of winter growth. 
Never buy a canvas canoe which is 
covered with two pieces of material 
meeting at the keel. That will be the 
first place to look for a leak. 

Having decided these points, look 
carefully at the bulge of the sides and 
then turn the canoes over, this time 
placing them on the ground on some 
leve] spot. Now stand over them, 
straddling the gunwales, and apply 
your second rule. You will notice 
that some of the canoes have very 
straight sides and that others round 
in. Occasionally you will find one 
which rounds out. Don’t even con- 
sider such a mode] the second time. 

Summing up, a canoe with stiff 
ribs, well-placed planking and a 


smooth covering will give the “stiff- 


ness” required. The bow and stern 


of a canvas canoe should be finished 


with a couple of feet of one-quarter- 
inch metal molding to save the canoe 


from wearing through while resting 
on the shore.—Douglas W. Clinch, in 
September Outing.
